When corn is an en- 
tire failure. beets will make steady growth, and 
though they may not grow to as large a size. 
they will be much richer in the sugar content. 

Mangels and Sugar Beets for stock should be 
planted in drills 3 feet and 6 inches apart and 
thinned to 12 inches 1n the row. 

Probably the best guide in all sections is to 
sow from &to 10 days before the time that Corn 
is usually planted.
